SAWGRASS GIVES WAY, 
PROVING SOIL CHANGE 


\Moore Haven, Aug. 16—A very 
marked change has taken place ih the 
natural growth on lands in Glades 
county inthe past seven.years, It is 
generally known that sawgrass land is 
not as fertile as the elder land because 
it has not yet reached a proper state of 
maturity. A statement from County 
Surveyor J, H, Holcomb shows , that 
Sawgrass land does nót rethain saw- 
grass land. He say 

"I have been surveying in the Ever- 
glades of Glades county for fourteen 
days recently and have  traversed 
twenty miles, and I find from the field 
notes of the state survey of seven 
years ago that land which was produc- 
ing heavy growths of sawgrass then, 
now has.a heavy growth of weeds, 
elders, and à tall grass known as 
Barnes grass . This same land is also 
producing wild millet* and careless 
weeds from one-fourth to four inches 


"Of all the original sawgrass land in 
Glades county there is now only about 
20 per cent of it that has not develop- 
ed into good elder land, that is ready 
for the plow. The water line is from 
the surface, to two feet below.” 

These observations by Mr. Holcomb 
show that drainage and cultivation of 
these lands has tended to aid the al- 
ready rapid decay of vegetable matter, 
which leaves the excellent rich soil in 
prime condition for cultivation,. where 
there was once the idle sawgrass land.

which would constantly be spreadinj 
from them to plantings of private pai 
ties near by, and on:the whole be 
menace to the ‘entire community. 
“With the suggestions contained 
your second paragraph we are enti 
ly in:accord. The best things to ui 
for highway beautification are thi 
trees. and shrubs which nature has al 
"ready provided with such magnifici 
abundance along the shores of 
Okeechobee. -There can be  nothii 
more appropriate, more suitable 
more tertain to live and flourish, 
the cypress, live oak and cabbage pa 
meto which are already growing und 
the conditions along this highway, 
"One should also use for planti 
along this highway those. trees an 
shrubs which are. not cultivated 
crops by the people in the communit:
